Madison, Wis., July 5.—(Special) — 


A conference was held here yester- 
day between the Appleton capitalists 
Ex-Senator A. B. Whitman and A. 
W. Johnson, and Phillip Spooner of 
this city, who have purchased the big 
water power at Kilbourn. 


The erection of a paper, mi'l at Kil- 


"boiirn with a capacity of forty tons 
a day is fully decided upon; also the 
construction of an interurban elec- 
tric railway from Madison to Stough- 
ton, Evansville and Janesville, also 
Teaching Oconomowoc and extending 
-northeast from this city to Columbus. 


The mill will be owned by Apple- 


ton men whi'e Mr. Spooner, Judge 
Homanzo Bunn, Major F. W. Oakley 
and certain -Milwaukee 
capitalists 


are reported to be behind the railway 
•projects. 


The water power is owned jointly 


"by all and one purpose of the confer- 
ence related to the division of the 
Tower.

MORE BOOKS IN RURAL DISTBICIS- 


LIBRARY FACILITIES FOR f AIMERS 


Librarians at Waukesha Want Uncle Sam to Coope- 


rate in Distribution of Books and Conveying- 


of Children to a Central Public School. 


Waukesha, Wis., 
July 
5.—The 


most important question before the 
conference of the American Library 
association, now in session in nhis 
city, was introduced yesterday after 
noon at the meeting o.f the Wiscon- 
sin statie section. 
It was proposed 


in the form 
of a bill Introduced in- 


congress' at its last session asking' 
the free rura!' delivery of mail be 
extended to public library books. It 
is an effort to put the 
farmer in 


touch with tihe city and carry another 
of the advantages of city life to the 
country. . 


To Centralize Schools. 


Frank M. Hkitchins, the secretary 


of the Illinois state library commis- 
sion, goes further. 
He proposes that 


libraries be established In connection 
with 
township, 
consolidation 
of, 


schools. 
He would then have free 


transportation of pupils and books. 
The wagons which would collect and 
deliver chi'dren could at the same 
time distribute and Jcollecq books. 
With a wagon calling twice ~a day at 
every farm house. 
Mr. Hutchins be- 


lieves the circulation of existing lib- 
raries could be nearly doubled. 


Will Ask Legislation 


If such a plan is carried through, 


in Wisconsin, the state legislature 
will be asked to pass -laws giving a 
township the right to form "educa- 
tional taxation districts" for the pur- 
pose of raising funds for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of a cen- 
tral public school and public library, 
both of which are to 'be open to the 
{arms as well as to ihe -villages of 
the township. 
The matter was dis- 


cussed after the entire 
subject of 


traveling libraries had been thorough- 
ly presented by people especially in- 
terested in the different phases. With 
the backing of Wisconsin, the 
inv-: 


petus has been given, it is thought, 


to be a distinctly new movement In 
the library ,world. " . 


Plan Is a Success 


Other states have . tried with suc- 


cess |he plan of the central school, 
•with transportation tof children to 
and from their homes, but this is the 
first instance where « is proposed to 
combine it with free cartage of books 
from public libraries to the farms. 
It falls in line, however, with what 
is beyond doubt tlhe general trend of 
the present conference, from which planting, 
will spring many things tending to 
broaden the life of the farm. 


The scheme will not be allowed to 


lapse into mere talk, for Senator J. H. 
Stout of Menomonie, who is famous 
throughout the library world for what 
he has done for the traveling library 
movement in Wisconsin, was made 
chairman of a committee to confer 
with the Wisconsin State Teachers' 
association at its next session, with a 
view to securing necessary legisla- 
tive enactment permitting the change 
in school /districts. 
Senator Stout 


will name his own committee later.

TIMBER FAMINE 


IN NEAR FUTURE 


The Consumption of Wood for Manu- 


facturing Purposes Has Reached 


Enormous Proportions. 


Dr. W. Schlich, the well 
known 


torest expert, in a recent address be- 
fore the London Society of Arts pre- 
dicted a positive timber famine in 
the near 
future unless, systematic 


measures for increasing the world's 
supply be speedily adopted. He point- 
ted out that the use of wood. In spite. 
of its displacement by coal, as fuel, 
and by steel in construction, 
was 


steadily increasing. 
The per capita 


consumption In the four chief coun- 
tries of Europe is now fourteen cubic 
feet per year, and in a few years will 
probably reach twenty cubic feet. 
For this increase the use of wood 
In paper 
making seems chiefly re- 


sponsible. 
The steady rise in pric- 


es, especially 
of 
coniferous woods 


in spite of the much cheaper transpor- 
tation, wjhich shows that the world's 
supply Is diminishing, . 


Only five, out of eighteen Europ- 


ean countries export more timber 
than they • import. Scandinavia and 
Russia are the principa' exporters. 
The limit of production in the former 
seems to have been reached. 
Russia 


still has large forests, but domestic 
demands are rapidly increasing and 
an exportable surplus cannot long, be 
depended upon. 


The North American supplies are 


visibly declining. 
China has 
no 


timber to. spare, andffl that country, 
when developed on modern lines, will 
be an importer rather than an export- 
er. 
There remain the rest of Asia, 


South America and Africa as sources 
of supply. 
But these do not furnish 


any considerable amount of conifer- 
ous woods, which are most in de- 
mand. 
Dr. Schlich therefore con- 


cluded that 
danger of a deficient 


supp!y of coniferous woods was prac- 
tically at hand, and that deficiency 
of all kinds would soon occur unless 
remedial measures were 
adopted. 


The remedy Is easy, although time 


is required for Its application. 
It 


Is, as Dr. Schlich pointed out to cul- 
tivate timber npon waste land, just 
as other crops are cultivated on more 
fertile soil. ' In Great Britain a?pne 
there are 25,<JOO,0000 acres of such 
lands. 
Owe quarter of this area, 


Dr. Schlich. 
asserted, would make 


the country Independent of foreign 
supplies of timber. 
The same rem- 


edy would restore the declining tim- 
ber industry of the U.nlted States. 


That this remedy .will have to be 


adopted soon is evident, for natural 
growth can no longer keep pace with 
demand. . The country that first en- 
gages in systematic timber cultiva- 
tion, on a large scale will do much to 
assure Its own perpetuity as a nation. 
That Spain's political and industrial 
decline, dates from the practical wip- 
ing out of her forests is a fact from 
which it Is easy to draw the lesson.

class of 


1849, the valedictorian of his class. 
Three^ years later-Dr. Fisk graduated 
from the Yale divinity schoo1, and for 
a time was a tutor in Yale college. 
From January to May, 1853, Dr. Fisk 
attended lectures in Andover Theo- 
logical seminary and the next year 
traveled extensively abroad studying. 


• An affliction of -the eyes prevented' 
Dr. Fisk from accepting calls in the 
ministry to several important pas- 
torates. • -While in Europe, however, 
•he was called to the chair of English 
literature and rhetoric in Be^it col- 
lege,-and served in' that capacity for 
five years, until 1S59. 
.-.Shortly after .this Dr. Fisk came to 
Chicago and with- a few of friends 
broached the plan of forming a theo- 
logical institution in .this* city. The 
plan proved practicable, arid at the 
beginning Dr. Fisk was. • elected to 
the. chair of sacred rhetoric. 
In 


1887. he was elected .president of the 
Chicago Theological .weminarv with 
which he was connected upward of 
thir.tv-one years as professor, or for- 
ty-three years altogether.
